Gives a Comparison of the Attendance 
With That of Last Year in all 
the City Schools 


THE NORMAL TRAINING LIMITED 


School Report Gives Interesting Data

The enrollment for the first month 
of the school year in all the schools 
enables us to fiet a comparison in 
attendance with the enrollment for 
September of last year.

ing and the scarcity of labor have 
found lucrative employment.

later in the term. 
It is more th a n likely that a arper 
num ber of boys th an usual, who are 
under sixteen years of age and who 
have not completed the eighth /:"ade, 
are unlawfully out of school and u n ­ 
necessarily so.

is unlawful for any person to employ 
a child of either sex, under sixteen 
year* cf age. while school is In ses­ 
sion, unless such child has completed 
the eighth grade.
